India and Saipan Shoot 
East-West B-29 Blows 
On 2 Jap Strongholds 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(4)— 
The first co-ordinated Superfor- 
tress strike from east and west 
today clamped down a giant aerial 
pincers on the Japanese. 

A “sizable force” from the new 
2ist Bomber Command's base on 
Saipan island in the Marianas beat 
at Tokyo for an hour and a half 
in the second such thrust in four 
days. 2 

A flight of “substantial force 
from India bases of the 20th Bomb- 
er Command, was hurled across 
the bay of Bengal and blasted with 
results called “good” at the vital 
Japanese-dominated rail center of 
Bangkok, in Thailand (Siam). 

Not one of the great B-29’s was 
lost to enemy action in either 
strike, a communique from the 
20th Air Force reported several 
hours afterward. 

TOKYO HOLDS PUNCH 

Opposition by either fighters or 
antiaircraft over Tokyo was re- 
ported “virtually nil.” Fire from: 
the ground at the Thailand capital 
was called “meager” and the huge 
bombers downed six, probably de- 
stroyed three more and damaged 
two of the opposing fighters. 

The communique described tar- 
gets in both strikes as “strategic 
industrial objectives.” In the case 
of the Bangkok thrust by Maj. 
Gen. Curtis E. Le May's bombers 
from India. it was specified that 
these targets were railroad mar- 
shaling yards and repair facilities.

LONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 38.— 
(UP)—At least 90 persons were 
killed, scores were wounded, 60 
were trapped underground and 
many were missing today after an 
explosion yesterday at Burton on 
Trent which obliterated a Royal 
Air Force depot, rained bombs 
over the surrounding countryside 
and rocked houses 60 miles away. 

A roll call was ordered of* the 
countryside in an attempt to find 
persons still reported missing. 

A near-by cement factory was 
nearly leveled and many work- 
ers were feared buried. Part of 
a village was destroyed, one farm 
with its outbuildings sank beneath 
the earth, at least one farm was 
destroyed and many more dam: | 
aged, church steeples toppled or) 
were weakened and much live 
stock was killed.

Trouble-Shooting Gen. Hurley 
Named Ambassador to China 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—( UP), 
Presid@nt Roosevelt today nomi- 
neted Maj. Gen. Patrick J; Hur- 
ley, his 61-year-old trouble-shoot- 
ing special envoy now in Chung- 
king. to be the new U.S. ambassa- 
dor to China—a post some quar 
ters describe as “probably the 
most difficult assignment of the 
foreign service.” 

The one-time Republican secre- 
tary of war succeeds Clarence E. 
Geuss who ed recently after 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell was re- 
called from his China-Burma-India 
command as a result of personal 
differences with Chinese Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Hurley, who already is Mr: 
Roosevelt's special representative 
with the personal rank of am- 
bassador, had been mentioned for 
several weeks as Gauss’ likely suc- 
cessor and far eastern experts pri- 
vately had boosted him as the man 
best qualified for the job. 

He has been in China since late 
summer when he accompanied 
former WPB Chairman Donald M. 
Nelson on a presidential mission 
te increase China’s contribution to 
the war. He stayed on when Nel- 
som, now back in Chungking to

Gauss, a career diplomat who 
had sewed as ambassador to Chi- 
na since February, 1941, made 
known his desire to resign soon 
after Mr. Roosevelt revealed a

He got his early 
military training fighting Indians 
in the Choctaw territory—now 
Oklahoma—and rose from private 
to captain of cavalry in the Indian 
Territory Volunteer Militia. Dur- 
ing World War I, he served as a 
major and lieutenant colonel. He 
was recalled to active duty imme- 
diately after Pearl Harbor, was 
raised to brigadier general in 1942 
and subsequently boosted to his 
present rank, 

He was wounded in his first 
mission of World War II during 
a Japanese air attack on Darwin, 
Australia, in 1942. At the time, 
he was serving as special repre- 
sentative for the chief of staff of

Stettinius Selected 
‘As Hull's Successor

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—(AP)—With “inexpressible 

ointment” that he cannot finish his task of organizing 
iT panes, weary and work-worn Cordell Hull today yield- 
ed the position of secretary of state to his dynamic young 


ieutenant, Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
+ 


President Roosevelt submitted 
the promotion of the 44-year-old 
undersecretary to the senate about 
three hours after announcing the 
resignation of Hull, whom he 
praised as the “father of the Unit- 
ed Nations.” Senate leaders pre- 
dicted prompt confirmation of the 
appointment. 

_In his letter of resignation, ten- 
dered last Tuesday, Hull told the 
President ‘it is a supreme tragedy 
to me personally” to be unable 
to continue the work of postwar 
world organization. But His health, 
he said, forces him to step aside. 

He was 73 years old October 2 
and that day was his last at the 
State Department. He has been 
ill of a throat ailment, followed 
by exhaustion, since and for the 
last five weeks has been under 
treatment at Bethesda, Md., Naval 
hospital. * 

BLOW TO 7DR 

On the day he received Hull’s 
letter, the President replied that 
the resignation “has hit me be- 
tween wind and water’—a nau- 
tical term for a grievous blow 
The letters were made public by 
the White House. 

“When the organization of the 
United Nations is set up,” the 
President wrote, “I shall continue 
to pray that you as the father of 
the United Nations may preside 
over its first session. 

“That has nothing to do with 
whether you are Secretary of 
State or not at the time, but 
should go to you-as the one person 
in all the world who has done the 
most to make this great plan for 
peace,an effective fact.” 

Saying set ity 
“great waltstaction 
round out the three terms” 
er, the President urged Hull to 
him accept the rsignation as of 
January 20th. But in the week be- 
tween the writing of the letter 
and today’s swift actions, Hull 
and his doctors decided that his 


recovery depended on his break-' 


ing completely with the responsi- 
bilities of the office he has held 
since 1933. 


REGRETS LEAVING JOB 

The keynote of Hull's whole let- 
ter was the disappointment he 
feels at having to leave his great 
task of world peace unfinished. 
And he concluded by offering his 
services to the President “when 
1 recover my strength.” 

At his news conference Mr. 
Roosevelt said that as soon as he 
Was able the Tennessean would 
become his adviser on foreign pol- 
icy——a sort of elder statesman in 
world affairs. 

Selection of Stettinius, former 
chairman of the U. S. Steel Cor- 
poration, placed a relative new- 
comer to diplomacy in control of 
this government's foreign affairs 
machinery on the eve of one of 
history's most critical periods. To- 
gether with the fourth-term Presi. 
dent he will be responsible for 
maintaining American leadership 
in the move to bring a peaceful 
and Prosperous world out of the 
suffering and devastation of this 
War. 


Prompt senatorial approval of 
the appointment was freely pre- 
dicted although many ranking 
members had favored their old 
colleague and long-time associate, 
War Mobilization Director James 
F’. Byrnes for the top cabinet post. 
Vice President Henry A, Wallace 
also had been mentioned, reported- 
ly with strong labor backing. 
CAREER WAS AT PEAK 


Hull’s illness cut short his ca- 
reer at its peak. He had set his 
heart on seeing through to crea- 
tion the Dumbarton Oaks plan for 
world security organization. Stet- 
tinius had been his and President 
Roosevelt's lieutenant in bringing 
that plan into being in the Anglo- 
American-Soviet-Chinese  confer- 
ence here last summer. | 

Associates have found Stettinius | 
devoted to both men. He has ex: | 
pressed to this reporter many 
times his devotion to the policies 
of Secretary Hull. He has seen eye- 
to-eye with Hull on tariff reduc- 
tion to promote freer world trdde 
and on ways to organize peace and 
security around the wartime coali- 
tion of the United States, Britain 
and Russia and the other United 
Nations,

Nazis Shoved Against Roer 
Hammer Blows 


. Hodges Captures 


Two Ruhr Barriers 


PARIS, Tuesday, Nov. 28.—(AP)—German defenders 
of the Cologne plain had been driven back south of Julich 
today to the west bank of the Roer river—best natural bar- 
rier short of the Rhine—as the U. S. Ninth dealt hammer 
blows alongside the U. S. First in the fateful battle of the 


Reich. 

The V. S. First Army, pressing 
the enemy back a mile and a half 
with heavy losses, was deep inside 
two strongholds to the south with- 
in two and a half and four miles 
of the Roer. A staff officer de- 
clared that given a break from the 
weather, the river soon would be 
reached. 

As the German high command 
threw in fresh troops to meet this 
mounting peril to its industrial 
Ruhr and Rhineland, 
basin—second only to the Ruhr as 
a source of the enemy's war might 
—was invaded anew by the resurg- 
ent U. S. Third Army which no- 
where along its 60-mile front was 
now more than 16 miles from the 
Reich after gains up to six miles. 


STOUT AIR SUPPORT 


First Tactical Air Force fighter- 
bombers knocked down a Rhine 
rail bridge at Breisach, southeast 
of Colmar, and a pontoon road 
bridge which also spanned the 
Rhine midway between Breisach 
and Strasbourg. Other First Tac- 
tical planes knocked out two tanks 
and strafed German troops north 
of Sarrebourg. 

Winth U. S. Air Force fighter- 
bombers blasted and strafted ene- 
my troops and gun positions in 
the Duren, Julich and Linninch 
areas and hit factories and trans- 
port targets around Cologne.

Executives Cover, Stupar, 
Of Bell, Die in Plane Crash 


Carl Cover and Max Stupar,‘ 


two of the chief executives at 
the Bell bomber plant at Marietta, 
were killed about 6 p. m. yester- 
day when their plane crashed at 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, 

Since September 1, Cover had 
been manager of the sprawling 
plant at Marietta which turns out 
the famous B-29s. He also was 
a vice president of the Bell Air- 
craft Corporation. 

Details of the crash were un- 
known last night to officials at 
the plant. Cover and Stupar left 
Marietta, they said, about 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon to go to 
Wright Field for a business con- 
ference. The type of plane in 
which they were traveling also 
was unknown. Cover was under- 
stood to have been piloting the 
plane when the fatal mishap took 
place.

ON THE WESTERN FRONT, Nov. 21.—(Delayed)—(#)—By rights 
you could hardly call it a routine combat patrol. For one thing, it 
failed to accomplish its mission, it was a motorized patrol, and that’s 


strictly not routine for infantry. 

There were other reasons, too. 

The order came down, “get us 
a German prisoner and bring him 
back alive,” and Company B drew 
the short straw. 

In late afternoon two jeep loads 
went high-balling down a muddy 
road toward the enemy. Lt. How- 
ard Bell, of New York, and S. Sat. 
Edward Dagenhart, of Dodge City, 
Kansas, holder of the Silver Star 
with Oak Leaf cluster, command- 
ed the two groups. 

GERMAN SILENCED. 

A’ mile from the enemy front the 
bespectacled Dagenhart spotted a 
German in a field.

Bar Extension 
Of Slums, Ask 
City Realtors 


By HERMAN HANCOCK, 

Atlanta’s ancient building code 
should be redrafted and modern- 
ized so as to bar extension of slum 
areas, and the Atlanta Housing 
Authority should be forced to rent 
existing public housing to people 
in the lowest income groups, ac- 
cording to a survey of local slum 
conditions conducted by the hous- 
ing committee of the Atlanta Real 
Estate Board. The present build- 
ing code was adopted in 1924. 

Addressed to the mayof and 
council of Atlanta, the recommend- 
ations have been filed for consid- 
eration of council at its December 
4 session in compliance with a res- 
olution offered several months ago 
by Councilman White. 

Signed by Edward M. Chapman, 
chairman, and Morris M. Ewing 
John J, Thompson, G. M, Stout 
and Samuel Rothberg, members, 
the report says, “the Atlanta Real 
Estate Board is not selfishly op- 
posed to housing assistance to the 
needy, but it is opposed to a pub- 
lic housing program which is com- 
petitive with private enterprise.” 
HOUSING CHARGES 


Charges that public housing is 
barred to those who need it most, 
the report complains that present 
units are occupied by employes of 
the federal government, the city 
of Atlanta, and leading business 
firms of the city, some of whom 
hold managerial positions. For 
confirmation, it refers council to 
the 1944 city directory. 

A joint city council-Atlanta 
Housing Authority committee 
should revamp existing building 
codes and force future builders to 
construct future structures to meet 
“modern sanitation requirements, 
and the practice of building on 
the back of lotsa should be discon- 
tinued, the report contends. 

Another recommendation is that 
the city and Fulton county should 
co-operate to avoid the extension 
of slums into new areas. 
FEDERAL SUBSIDY 

“We recommend that as soon as 
possible, the actual slum dwellers 
be placed in our public housing,” 
the report recommends. “The At- 
lanta Housing Authority is now 
receiving a subsidy of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars per year 
from the federal government to 
cover the deficit in operating costs, 
and this should be increased, if 
necessary, to enable the lowest in- 


come group in the city to live in| 


public housing.” 

Asserting that the real _estate 
board favors slum elimination by 
removing the causes of slums, the 


report said the board “is of the, 


opinion that the present method 
of handling slums does not re- 
move the causes of slums, nor 
does it do anything to prevent fu- 
ture slums.”

LONDON, Nov. 27.—(4)—In the 
greatest all-fighter aerial battle in 
history, 500 Mustangs downed at 
least 98 German interceptors to- 
day, boosting American fighter 
kills in the past 24 hours to a rec- 
ord-smashing 212. 

This raised the total U. S. Eighth 
Air Force Score for the same pe- 
riod to 239 German fighters 
downed. 

Thirteen American fighters and 
one bomber were reported miss- 
ing as a result of today’s opera- 


tions. 

Switching from oil targets for a 
concentrated blow against supply 
lines feeding Germany's west front 
armies, upwards of 2,000 Allied 
war planes roamed over the entire 
western front and nearly to Berlin, 
plastering packed railway centers 
and other targets. 

Assaults on Nazi supplies have 
mounted steadily in the last 24 
hours with an estimated 6,500 
planes pounding targets in direct 
support of the six Allied armies 
grinding toward the Rhine. 

An Eighth Air Force spokesman 
said that the furious air battles 
which involved the 500 Mustangs 
developed in the Magdeburg, Mun- 
ster and Brunswick areas and 
marked the first time the Luft- 
waffe had attempted to interfere 
with ground strafing on such an 
ambitious scale. | 

The Nazis usually save their 
craft for defense of oil targets and 
sacrificed 130 to American fighters 
and bombers yesterday at the oil 
center of Misburg. 

Five hundred Fortresses and) 
Liberators, escorted by 250 Mus- 
tangs, spilled nearly 2,000 tons of 
bombs today on the vital railway 
yards at Offenbarg, 10 miles east 
of Strasbourg, and Bingen, 15 
miles west of Mainz on the Rhine. 

Earlier today nearly 300 Lancas- 
ters dumped new six-ton “blast 
bombs” on Munich,

In the resignation of Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull, this nation has lost one of 
its most capable and conscientious public 
servants. 


And in the appointment of Acting Sec- 
retary Edward R. Stettinius Jr., President 
Roosevelt has chosen the best available 
man on the current scene to fill the ven- 
erable Hull’s vacated post, 


The lank Tennesseean who, at 73, has 
been forced to tender his resignation be- 
cause of the state of his health, is uni- 
‘ versally recognized as one of the most 
able men in our national history.

From 
all over the world, since rumors of his 
resignation were first heard some weeks 
ago, have been coming eulogies in praise of 
the magnificent service he has rendered 
his nation and humankind in one of the 
most critical periods of history.

Roosevelt twice emphasized, on yester- 
day, the fact that Hull would remain in 
Washington to confer on foreign policy 
during the critical months ahead. 


Mr. Hull’s unequalled propensity for 
charting the course of international di- 
plomacy and the vast experience which he 
has gained in long years of service are of 
far too great a value to be dispensed with 
at this crucial hour in the world’s history.

But 
it will be a sad day for this nation if, in 
the material struggle of war, it loses sight 


of the fact that for all those who desire 


it there should be an opportunity for edu- 
cation in the fullest meaning of the word. 
Those liberal arts colleges which can teach 
mental discipline, moral sentiment, moral 
principle and the spiritual ideals must be 
preserved and kept crowded with young 
men and women if our future is to be what 
we wish it.

The Story Of 
The Rural Southeast 


This might be the story of any one of a great 
many rural counties in the southeast. It happens 
to be concerned with Heard county, Georgia. 
ey say, in 1830, it was named for Stephen Heard, 

Revolutionary war hero and governor of Georgia in 1781. It is 
well watered by the Chattahoochee and its tributaries. The soil 
was good, still is good except in areas where it has been “worn out.” 
There is no railroad in the county. The people largely are those 
descended from pioneer settlers. 

Last week G. W. Barker, a farmer from Heard county, came by 
to see me. He talked about his farm, his county and his life, which 
has been, and is, a good one. So is his farm. He was 50 years old 
a couple of years‘ ago, and his wife had 50 persons:in to dinner. 
He likes to recall that the dinner cost $2.50 cash, and there was 
enough left over to feed 50 more. He lives at home. Just the other 
day he thought he would like a little variety, so he stepped out from 
the house, walked around for 30 minutes and came back with a 
fat squirrel and three quail. ' 


We got to talking about the county. It’s people are among the 
best. The land is good. But the people are leaving it. In 1900, 44 
years ago, the population of Heard céunty was\11,177, a gain of 
1,620 in ten years. 

In 1920 there were 11,126 persons in Heard county. Ten 
years later there were only 9,102, and the 1940 census counted 8,610. 
The war has taken out a great many more. By no means all of them 
will come back. The Army, new jobs, new territory will claim 
many of them. 

Mr. r pocrerts five children are doing well in the Army or in 
jobs—all outside Heard county. They are making a real contribution 
to every community they are in. He could count off on his fingers 
a half dozen families he knew, all of whose children had left the 
county. They were teachers, doctors, skilled workers, all doing well. 
The Future No one can quarrel with those who left. They 

left for a very good reason. There was a better 
opportunity elsewhere. 

There are too many persons on the land in the whole southeast. 
At least there were too many when war came. There are not 
enough today, but if they all come back, there will be the old prob- 
lem of the land being forced to support, inadequately, too many 
people. 

Every year, in peacetime, thousands of boys and girls all over 
the southeast, feeling the farms had little to offer, pulled out for 
the cities. Too often they were right. The farms might do all right 
by two or three persons. But with five or six boys and girls grow- 
ing into adult lives there wasn’t much it could offer. 

This was happening on farms which ,were established, going 
concerns. It was happening at an even higher rate on the tenant 
farms. 

The cities, by and large, were being enriched by these people. 
There were some who added to the load of relief, charity and crime. 


But not many. The cities were the gainers. 

If we are able, as we must be, to create 60,000,000 jobs after 
this war, not many of those now in industrial regions will go back 
to the farms. Too many of them ought not to go back. 

But the southeast needs them for the future. They are good 
people, intelligent, capable and assets to any community. The south 
faces a desperate sort of future. If it cannot establish, throughout 
its rural regions, some sort of industrial development, small but 
large enough to relieve the strain on the land, we will have failed 
and fumbled that future. The movement to the cities will go on. 
More and more rural counties will show losses in people and income, 
The Cities We have concentrated our population about our in- 
) dustries. Already more people in the United States 
live in cities than in rural regions. This was not true 40 years ago. 

This cannot happen without reverberations, many and varied. 

Persons working in the great factories and plants, the very size 
of which inspire awe, begin to think of job security. They begin to 
put on political pressures. The social security measures all have 
grown out of this pressure from the cities. In the recent election 
we saw the political power of these people from farms and small 
towns as they thought in terms of jobs and work. 

It is idle to think that sort of pressure and influence is going to 
grow less. It is growing greater. It will continue to grow greater. 


The southeast needs, and desperately, two programs. One is to 
develop small industries in key rural regions so that it may keep 
more of its people. The other is to work out some land program 
for returning soldiers who want to farm so that they will not be 
stuck with too little land, too poor land, or too much land. 


We can’t afford to fumble the future.

Of all the books read during the past three weeks, this stands 
out in memory above them all. 

If you are interested in a vivid study of human nature under 
abnormal conditions, get hold of a copy of “The Last of These,” 
by Celia Dale, published by Macmillan. You'll learn a lot and 
you'll say, if you are able to understand, as you end the story, 
“But for the grace of God and a couple of broad oceans, that could

Henry Ford, on the witness 
stand to be examined concerning 
his ignorance, defined jistory as 
bunk. So in truth it often is, 
but the bunk may be in the teach- 
ing instead of the recording. 

Most of us grow up in the be- 
lief that the Pilgrims were un- 


worldly saints who dared to begin 
a new life in a savage and un- 
known wilderness to gain for 
themselves and establish for all 
men the right of religious free 
dom. 

The truth is they were narrow- 
minded, intolerant and cruel big- 
ots. They demanded religious free- 
dom for themselves, but denied 
it to others. 

Pilgrims and fPuritans were 
equally intolerant. In Boston and 
other towns, men stripped to the 
waist and tied behind carts were 
whipped through the streets for 
the crime of not believing as their 
rulers did. Some men died of 
their wounds. 


The constitution, by its guaran- 
tee of religious freedom, is gen- 
erally supposed to have ended re- 
ligious conflict and intolerance 
and given all people the right to 
worship as they please, without 
let or hindrance. 


But through the years there 
have been numbers of secret so- 
cieties, formed for the purpose of 
perseculting some religion, and 
there have been many open con- 
flicts, even in our own time. 


The spirit of religious intoler- 
ance is not dead. Jealous religion- 
ists crucified Jesus for not believ- 
ing as they did, and our own 
bigots would torture and kill if 
they had the power. 


We have no true religious free- 
dom, but only restraint of those 
who would impose their beliefs on 
others if they could. Children are 
taught to despise and hate all re- 
ligions but their own. The law 
preserves peace, but hate still 
smolders in the hearts of intoler- 
ant bigots. And there can be no 
secure freedom of conscience un- 
til all men in their hearts believe 
the teachings of the Savior they 
profess to follow.

|HOME RULE 


(Cairo Messenger) 


The legislature meets in Jan- 
uary. The big item before the gen- 
eral assembly will be the new con- 
stitution for Georgia, drafted by a 
commission appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and the legislature at the 
last session. 


Of course whatever is approved 
by that body will be submitted to 
a vote of*the people in a general 
election. That there is need for a 
revision of many features of our 
constitution is evident to all; but 
all provisions will be fully discuss- 
ed and the people will have every 
opportunity to know just what is 
called for in the changes. 

One change we believe should 
be made, and which will meet with 
the approval of the majority of 
the legislators, is what is known as 
a home rule provision, in which 
towns and counties may have the 
right to vote on all local legisla- 
tion, instead of as now requiring 
the entire legislature to vote on 
same. This would save time, and 
would reflect the will of the peo- 
ple in each locality on local 
matters. 

The fact that an attempt will be 
made to write a new constitution 
for Georgia, to be submitted to our 
law makers, will make the coming 
legislative session i.ot only one of 
great interest but of vital concern 
to every citizen.

Congressmen Work 
Longer Than Formerly 


. WASHINGTON—Another reason why mem 

4 bers of congress are entitled to a salary increase, 

— , it seems, is the length of congressional sessions 
as they have been held in recent years. 


In the old days it was the practice of congress to meet for only 
a few months in the year. That was usually sufficient for our 
national legislators to conduct all business at hand. It left them 
free to return to their homes and resume whatever occupational 
interests they had. ’ 


Measured by those standards, the modest salary provided for 
members of congress was probably adequate. As a rule they were 
called upon to devote no more than a third of their time to official 


duties. 


But for the past decade and more congress has remained in ses 
sion almost continuously. This has been true not only since the 
outbreak of the war; it has been the case practically since the be- 
ginning of the first Roosevelt administration in 1933. 


The result is that members of the house and senate have been 
compelled to devote their entire time to Washington, taking only 
brief periods of rest occasionally to catch up with their private 
affairs. 


That within itself should be enough to justify proposals for an 
increase. 


So long as the country pays its congressmen and senators a 
salary that yields, after taxes, a net income of only six or seven 
thousand dollars a year it will continue to attract mediocre men in 
these positions of trust. The wonder is that congress maintains the 
standard it does on the pay it receives. 


: In addition to be nderpaid, 
Congressmen Underpaid {.,J\cssmon, saniie Annee clasocs 


of our public servants, have no provision.made for retirement. 
After spending years in the government service many of them are 
defeated and are left without savings to see them through their 
declining years. That is why it is so often necessary for an adminis- 
tration to provide a place for lame-duck members. 


It just isn’t possible for an official to lay anything aside in 
Washington on a salary of the size our legislators receive. 


When the late Joseph B. Eastman, long-time chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and co-ordinator of transportation, 
died a short time ago it was a surprise to many that he left an 
estate of only a few thousand dollars. He had commanded a $10,000- 
a-year salary in his government post for more than a quarter of a 
century. 

Eastman was a modest man who lived plainly. Yet the condition 
of his estate showed that it had required all that he made to meet 
the household expenses of a modest family. 


If he had ever chosen to leave the government, he could have 
commanded a salary, as one of the leading railroad experts of the 
country, several times the figure he received from the government. 

Much of the same is true of many 


Many Members Experts members of congress, men whe 
through years of experience have become experts in given lines, 


The country, it seems, could attract more of the kind if a salary 
were provided commensurate with their service. Moreover, it 
would tend to shake out the dead timber in congress. Better men 
would seek the job. 


When it ts considered that the cost of running the legislative 
end of the government represents only a fraction of one per cent 
of the monies appropriated by congress for operation of the 
normal peace-time functions of government, proposals for an in- 
crease are not out of place. 


Nothing can be done about the matter at the present time. It is 
merely a question that has been faised for future consideration. 
Congress could not well afford to accept a salary increase now 
while an effort is being made to hold the line against wage increases 
generally. 


But once the war'is over, and we return to some semblance of 
normalcy, the country might look with favor on the suggestion. 
It is worth thinking about in the meantime, along with a like pro 
posal for boosting the pay of our federal judges.

Fourth Term 
Ott to Bad Start 


WASHINGTON—The Roosevelt fourth-term ad- 
ministration, which for all practical purposes is on, 
is getting off to a bad start. 

A cloudy atmosphere prevails in this post-election period, which 
everybody had hoped would brighten up with signs of improvement. 
There were hopes, for instance, that some changes for the better 
would be made in the type and personnel of administration, where 
the Roosevelt regime hitherto had been admittedly weak, and that 
political considerations would be forgotten in shaping up plans for 


the difficult postwar era ahead. ; 


Yet a strictly political complex- 
ion colors one of the first acts of 
the administration after the elec- 
tion in President’s Roosevelt se- 
lection of the three-man surplus 
property board which is delegated 
to handle one of the most impor- 
tant jobs which faces this nation 
in dismantling its war machine— 
oe of some hundred billion 
do ’ worth of equipment, some 
fifteen billions of plants, and vast 
acreages of land.

Heller have run headlong into a 
Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee investigation because of their 
connection with the history of the 
Narragansett Machine Company, a 
war plant at Pawtucket, R. L, 
which was investigated by the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 


Lt. Col. Heller, as liaison officer 
between the Army Finance Divi- 
sion and the Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict reviewing contract loans in 
the New England district, partici- 
pated with another officer in ap- 
proving the guarantee up to 90 
per cent by the government of a 
private bank loan of $2,000,000 to 
the company. 

In its report, the committee ex- 
pressed the belief that “sufficient 
care and discrimination was not 
exercised by officials of the War 
Department in selecting as a fa- 
cility to be supported and fi- 
nanced, one that had as its ad- 
ministrative head a man whose 
background was principally that 
of a promoter and whose record 
was such as that of Normal T, 
Bolles,” who was head of the com- 
pany. It — that insufficient 
attention had n given to stock 
transactions and manipulations. 

Mr. Hurley, after his retirement 
as governor, was made a vice 
president of the company at a sal- 
ary of $12,000 a year, though the 
committee could find little that he 
did, saying “evidence indicated 
that Hurley spent a’ little as one 
day a week at the plant and had 
no specified duties.” Mr. Hurley is 
an engineer by profession. 

- The committee said that after 
obtaining a second loan, “Mr. 
Bolles decided that it was neces- 
sary to bring in someone to ele- 
vate the standing of the company 
primarily for the credit effect,” 
and that Mr. Bolles “attempted to 
justify this employment on the 
ground that Hurley’s association 
with the company strengthened 
the morale of the plant personnel.”

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. Deception 
And Fraud 


NEW YORK.—Altogether, from 
various sources, including Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s press conference 
last week, it is now made clear 
that he resorted to deception and 
fraud in his campaign speech of 
October 28 in which he boasted 
to the ampliture of the ammuni- 
tion and equipment which were 
being sent to American fighting 
men in battle, 

In his press conference, the 
President admitted that ammuni- 
tion was being rationed and that 
lives were being lost as.a result 
of this shortage. 

On the same day, J. A. Krug, 
the New Dealer who replaced 
Donald Nelson as chaifman of the 
War Production Board, the respon- 
sible agency, admitted that the 
ammunition “program” was 48 per 
cent behind. The lag in the gun 
“program” was 17 per cent and 
the lag in the combat and motor 
vehicle .“‘program” 62 per cent. 

Another spot of bad news was 
contributed by Mrs. Anna Rosen- 
berg, an indispensable and ineradi- 
cable New al ideologist, old 
friend of Mrs. Rodsevelt and pres- 
ent regional director of the War 
Manpower Commission. About 
two months ago Mrs. Rosenberg 
went to Europe and learned that 
ammunition was being rationed 
outside Metz. This shortage, she 
said, had been blamed, in part, for 
the delay in capture of Aachen. 
That discovery was made long be- 
fore Roosevelt’s speech of October 
28 so, obviously ammunition was 
short and lives were being lost for 
the lack of it at the very hour 
when he was appealing for votes 
with a false statement, 

The actual state of affairs was 
not available to Gov. Tom Dewey. 
It was a military secret closely 
held by the President as command- 
er in chief and his subordinates, 
both military and political. And 
the true condition was concealed 
for the President's political ad- 
vantage at the polls. 

It apparently did not occur to 
Mrs. Rosenberg to give this in- 
formation to the people before 
election day when Dewey was 
analyzing the feuds and failures 
within the War Production Board. 
It apparently didn’t occur to Lt. 
Gen Brehon Somervell, the for- 
mer WPA administrator in the po- 
litical realm of Fiorelo La Gaur- 
dia, to contradict Roosevelt's cam- 
paign statements until he had been 
re-elected on the false pretense 
that all vital supplies were going 
“to the right place at the right 
moment” down to “the last cart- 
ridge.” 

Prior considerations having 
been duly served, however, Som- 
ervell thought that the appropriate 
people to tell about the shortages 
were the 600 professional un- 
ioneers of the American Fedéra- 
tion of Labor assembled in New 
Orleans 
of self-laudation and brawling. 
Nevertheless, even in breaking the 
shocking secret to these parasites, 
including the usual quota of rack- 
eteers, thugs and drunks, Somer- 
vell saw no wrong in praising 
them for some undefined,’ part 
which they had played in achiev- 
ing a rate of production that now 
adds up to failure. 

Gens. Marshall and Eisenhower 
now also broke their silence but 
carefully, so as to frighten the 
people at home and drive quitters 
back to the war factories while re- 
fraining from any criticism of 
Roosevelt, Nelson, Krug or the 
unioneers whose no-strike pledge 
had been violated 10,000 times. 
These two generals are nonpolitical 
and above connivance. But, after 
all, Roosevelt is their c-in-c, as 
he took such vain pleasure in 
pointing out so many times during 
the campaign, and they coyldn’t 
very well blurt the truth until he 
gave the word, after election, 

Krug’s mathematical analysis of 
the reasons for failure was rem- 
iniscent of those other statistical 
confections which ideological fig- 
ure-fakers delighted to issue early 
in the game to prove that some 
tiny percentage of the population 
controlled all the money. He 
didn’t mention the word “failure,” 
of course, for the responsibility 
would have been his* Nelson’s and 
Roosevelt’s and would have con- 
firmed Dewey’s campaign charges 
of inefficiency, due to wrangling 
and political conspiracy, in the 
War Production Board. Instead, 
Krug said a production rate of 
$5,500,000,000 a month was now 
required and blandly observed 
that 40 per cent of this was “be- 
hind schedule.” He carefully 
blamed nobody but, with a pleas- 
antly self-serving formula, 
forth that labor shortages, changes 
of design, increases in demand and 
lack of facilities, were respon- 
sible. 

This was one situation in which 
it was impossible to blame poor 
old Herbert Hoover, Warren Hard- 
ing’s Ohio gang or ex-Cong. Ham 
Fish. It may have been Roose- 
velt’s hope that in their alarm over 
the: news, itself, that lives were 
being lost in consequence of fail- 
ure, the public would not recall 
his boasting of such recent date 
and his great self‘satisfaction as 
the architect of victories both in 
battle and in war production. 

Parenthetically, on the same day 
that the CIO’s convention, in Chi- 
cago, formally solidified the Po- 
litical Action Committee into a 
permanent political auxiliary of 
the Roosevelt. party, the A. P. re- 
ported from ‘Gary, Ind., about 50 
miles away, that 39 cranemen had 
ended a two-day strike which had 
halted all production at Carnegie- 
Illinois and made 5,000 other steel- 
workers idle.

MEEKS FIELD, Iceland.—(By 
Air ‘Courier.)—When sudden

DIAGNOSIS . 


William's ‘alarm clock wasn't 
especially noisy.

But as soon as wé focus with- 
in our epidermis, it looms large. 
Just as William's alarm clock | 
sounded like papneperins to his| 
overwrought nerves, our 
twinges of pain become Caanitied 
so greatly that we think we must. 
be critically ill. 


NEUROTIC PATIENTS

THE LISTENING POST 


Seminary Needlework Guild 
First Formed in U.S. School 


As far as can be learned, Atlanta’s Washington Seminary was the 
first high school in the United States to establish a chapter of the 
Needlework Guild, and in so doing became the sixth group of this 
“worthy organization. The guild is the only national organization 
in the world that annually collects a supply of new garments and 
household linens for distribution on the home front, and is known 
far and wide as the “charity that helps all charity.” 

It was more than 50 years ago.in London, according to legend, 
that a woman invalid noticed the drably-clad children playing in an 
orphanage yard directly across the street. She called together her 
friends and suggested that they make more colorful and appropri- 
ate garments for the children. Soon the needles were flying, and 
dresses and suits were made. 

It so happened that a woman from Philadelphia was present, 
and when she returned to the states, she began a similar chapter. 
The original idea was that one person would assemble nine more 
to organize a chapter of ten. The chapters grew rapidly in Phila- 
delphia and soon they were forming in other states. 

It was not long before the guild idea found its way to Atlanta, 
and Mrs. Howard Matthews suggested to her sister, Miss Emma 
Scott, that a group be formed at Washington seminary. That was 
more than 40 years ago. Miss Annie Sharpe, then a member of the 
faculty, was named sponsor, and for more than 35 years made it 
one of the outstanding charities at the Seminary. It was because 
Miss Sharpe conceived the idea of making the gifts at Thanksgiving 
that it became a city-wide practice. This year 411 garments were 
made, and $143 was collected. The first assignment for the students 
in the Domestic Art Department was the making of a child’s dress 
to be given the guild. 

Today the annual gathering of the Atlanta Branch of the guild 
is .being held at the North Avenue Presbyterian church. The col- 
lection of warm clothing and linen represents a year’s work for 
approximately 3,500 members of the 32 organizations affiliated with 
the guild. The clothing and linen, including that made by the 
Seminary girls, will be distributed tomorrow from the guild head- 
quarters at the North Avenue church.
